“Water is the Anest drink In the 
world,” said the “epicure In little 
things, “bot not every one knows how 
to get the most enjorment out of 
drinking it. 


“Por instance, water should never be 
drunk iminediately after an apple has 
been eaten, for as a beverage it then 
has a taste more flat and insipid than 
as if it had been taken from a cold 
teakettle. 

“On the other hand, there is nothing 
to my mind that makes water taste 
more cool and refreshing (not counting 
actual thirst) than to eat a peppermint 
drop before taking a drink of it. R 

“And, while peppermint stands at the 
head, a drink of water is particularly 
and noticeably good after any wafer 
or lozenge.

THe fact that the water itself in 
all its limpid clearness is present to 
the sense of sight stimulates an expec- 
tation that is gratified along with the 
sense of taste. 

“IT have frequently observed men 
about to drink some other beverage 
than water, and it appears to be a 
very common habit with them to re- 
gard the liquid steadily for same sec- 
onds before swallowing it, often hold- 
ing it on a level with their eyes in 
order to see it as clearly as possible. 

“Surely this lesson should not be lost 
upon the man who knows that there Is 
no drink like water.

“For my own part, I like water from 
a big tin dipper even better than from 
a thin tumbler, but best of all drink- 
ing dishes for me is a newly made 
birch bark dipper, all the better if I 
have made it myself.

The introduction inthe British 
House of Commons of the resolu- 
ion concerning the House of Lords 
narks the beginning of the actual 
Oiflict between the two branches 
of Parliament, as#ihe Lords them- 
elves will have to pronounc. upon 
it. The Liberal Government has 
taken its time about bringing on 
the conflict, because should the 
Lords resist the attempt to reform 
(hem, an appeal to the people 
would become necessary, and the 
Government is not willing to face 
another general election without 
accomplishing at least a part of the 
work which it was put in power to 
do. The Liberals had hoped that 
the Lords would not at once begin 
to Oppose measures so clearly en- 
dorsed by the great majority of the 
people as the Kducation Bill and 
the Plural Vouing Bill. They were 
mistuken, but as one of them re- 
marks, it is their duty before 
trying conclusions inthe country 
co ‘‘use the power given them for 
the purposes for which they were 
eatrisied with it.” 

The resolution itself does not 
announce any new principle, as Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman on a 
previous occasion declared himself 
unfavorable to schemes for reform- 
ing tne composition of the Peers, 
which might make them stronger 
than ever. The remedy he suggest- 
ed) was to limit their veto, to make 
it suspensory instead of prohibitive. 
3y the resolution it is provided 
that the veto shall not suspend lon- 
ger than the duration of one Par- 
liament. 

In practice, the change may no! 
be considerable, because the Lords 
have repeatediy been required to 
yield to the will of the people. 
Lord Palmerston himself used to 
say of the Peer's right to reject a 
measure:  ‘“Tiiey may do it once. 
They had better not doit wgain.’’ 
The effective threat held over the 
House of Lords, in case it should 
prolong its resistance tothe pop- 
ular branch, was the creation of 
enough new Peers to overcome the 
resistance. Whether King Edward 
would give a willing consent to 
such an heroic measure as did 
William IV. after the Lords had 
thrown out the Reform Bill of 1832 
no outsider may know. For the 
prese: t at least the Liberal Govern- 


ment has decided upon another 
course, 
In theory, the resolution has a 


sweeping significance. If it he-| 
comes law, the House of Lords will | 
cease to be a concurrent legislative | 
body with the House of Commons. | 
Its limited veto power will place it| 
very much in the same position to- 

wards the real legislative body that! 
the President and the Governors in | 
the United States occupy. = It will 

cn!y be able tu suspend for a time

be consecrated by a written law 

from which it will be impossible to| 
depart. The plan is perfectly con-| 
sistent with the Liberal idea of not} 
allowing the Lords to fortify them-| 
selves by reforming their constitu- | 
bu: permanently to les: en| 
their power.

Look at the stun, then look 
away, and you will still see the <n, 
but its color appears a pale blue, which 
is the farthest contrast to the ye !iow- 
orange of the sun. It is the compie- 
tnentary color. The light of the sun is 
so intense that it quickly exhausts the

DOPING A RACE HORSE. 


The Way the Potent Drug Affects the 
Unfortunate Animal. 

“No one is likely to be caught in the 
act of doping a borse,” said a promi- 
nent veterinarian the other day, “be- | 
cause the dose given is so small that it | 
cau be adiministered under the very 
eyes of the officiais, with little if any 
danger of detection, and, besides, it is 
given so long before the race (that the 
horses are not then likely to be under 
surveillance, If a horse is to race at 
8 o'clock he gets a two grain powder 
ou his tongue in a darkened stall at 1 
o'clock. The drug takes effect in about 
thirty minutes, and the animal breaks 
out intoa sweat. He is rubbed down, 
cooled out and done up as if he bad 
come in from morning work. Every 
effort is made to keep him quiet until 
post time, but he very often breaks out 
again and is again cooled out. The 
doped horse never takes any warming 
up work, and this fact affords the best 
meuns I know of for finding him out. 
Me is moved slowly to the starting 
point, great care being taken to pre- 
yent him from becoming excited until 
the flag is dropped, Then a kick and
